Lost night soon uftut 10 o'clock, a tor- 


rifle anil destructivo cyclone or tornado, 
passed over tho southern part of the city, 
carrying destruction in Us wake. How 
far the itorm extended east nnd west we 
have not yut learned, (and can give par- 
ticulars only so f&r as damage in thin vi- 
cinity in concerned. 


The first serious injury to property 


that we learn of was la the vtciulty of 
Mr. Bamuel Powers' residence, in tho 
southwest part of town. Hero tho tor- 
nado seemed to Htrlko with great force, 
and carried away live brick chimneys 
from Mr. Powers' dwelling, each one of 
whli'li mulcted more or loan damage 
upon tbo roof as It fell. The.brlck barn 
belonging to Mr. P. was struck by the 
gule anil tho roof was carried away, and 
alto tho walls dowu to tho girders ot the 
hay loft. la tho baru were several 
horsos, but us the walls of the lower 
story remainod Intact, none of tho ani- 
mals wore hurt. Bovoral trees also, on 
Mr. Powers' homo placo wore twisted 
off, and from many largo branches wore 
torn. A largo sycamore tree, three foot 
through, slundlug ueur the leuco sepa- 
rating tho land of, Mr. Powers from Ira- 
bode n'a spring pustuio, was uprooted aud 
laid level with tho ground. 


A small unoccupied brlcl: house, bo 


longing to Kev. F. N. J'lwliif;, .standing 
southwest fioiu Mr. Powers' lesldtmco, 
was blowu down, only small purl lima of 
the wall romaining Htuiullii);, 


Further wust outbuildings weiu mov- 


ed lioin their places, finicox woio carried 
away, and a good deal of dumugo done 
to tiees und shrubbery on tho grounds 
of different persons 


Further eu.it, in tho sprlntf grove of 


Mr, John Iinbodon an'l also In his or- 
chard tho storm seomod to nine with ter- 
rible fury. 
Sovorul largo foiest trees 


wero broken down und entirely doslroy- 
ed la 'bo grovo tmtnod, whllo from oth- 
ers largo branches wuro biokon, 
In tho 


orchard lying north of the grove eight 
or ton lui'go, vigorous applo trees wore 
turned out by tho roots, while othcn 
wore split down tho centre, anil blanches 
Innumerable lay scattered about. 


In the cemetery much ilamngo was 


dono to trees and shrubbery and two or 
throe costly monuments hud a narrow 
escape fiom damage by falling troos and 
bmnchctt. The sexton's house north of 
the cemetery grounds, was raised from 
Its fiHiiuhitiou nnd moved 
about an 


Inch to the oast, whore it sottlod again 
upon tho foundation wiilln without seri- 
ous damage, 


South of tho city the old tannery 


building, which Is ono of the land marks 
of the town, was literally demolished, 
and BOIDO other yhads ami outbuildings 
wore a )jood doiil disturbed, 
further 


oast tho same kind of damagn was done. 


Another sufferer from the cltoctH of the 


storm wus Widow Spanglur northeast 
of town; a number of lino apple troos 
In her orchuid wore turned out by the 
roots, and others wuro broken down. 
There as tilsnwhore lu tho wake of the 
cyclono, fences and outbuildings were 
acuttorod about promiscuously. 


In tho southeast part of the city there 


was a lively stirring up of things,though 
wo do not learn of any serious damage 
to buildings In that vli Inlty, 


Mr. H, M. VVhltmer hud a kiln of 


brick ready lo bum ami we umloistiim) 
that the ruof WHS struck by lightning 
and the kiln considerably damagod.— 
His windmill was also blown down, and 
considerable other damage was Indicted 
upon his brick works 


From Mr. Samuel llealty wo learn that 


la '.his neighborhood aud for aevorul 
miles east of lilru, there was Uio same 
general stirring up of things, without 
any very serious damage. 


From the country southwest of town, 


we hear uf about the same state of af- 
fairs, but ut this writing have no Infor- 
mation of serious damngo to buildings, 
tho storm confining Its work to trees and 
I'unccs, with a few small outbuildings. 


In tho wost and northwest part of the 


city tho wind blow with groat forco, and 
illd nomo damage. 
Hhiido trees in front 


of Mr. It. \i. lluworth's, some of which 
wore llvo or nix inches through, were 
broken off, mid 
from olhois many 


brunches wero torn and thrown upon 
the sidewalk. 


In the business part of town there was 


a lively rattle of signs and gopils boxes. 
Ono of Mr. Llddlo's signs, under his 
awning, In front of his store, was torn 
from Its fastenings, and in Us full went 
through a window light in tho county 
cleik's olllci). Some small signs wore 
also blown down. 


Thoto aro probably ninny cases of 


slight damage to buildings, loncos and 
troos In tho city which have uot como to 
our knowledge, and wo snail oxpoct to 
hear within tho next ilay or two of much 
duiaugo in tho oast, west and southeast 
parts of the eouuty, and perhaps from 
other sections. Altogether it was the 
most destructive wind storm that has 
passed over tho city in several yoart 


After dillgont Inquiry wo could hear 


cf only onu animal being killed, and 
that was a cow, found dead not far from 
Rev. F. N. Ewlng's; but whether she 
was killed by a lightning stroke, or by 
something blowing on 16 her, it was 
impossible lo determine from the posi- 
tion in which the was fduml; but as 
Ihore was no fallen tree or piece of MIL- 
ber very near her, it is probable that sho 
was struck by lightning.
